A second evil among Baptists, of very injuri- 
ous tendency, which demands consideration, 
and requires reform, is the neglect of suitably 
supporting the ministry. 

We wish, however, to be distinctly under- 
stood. ‘This charge does not lie against all the 
churches. Many of them, especially most of 
those in the cities, make pretty liberal provision

many conscientious persons, when taught with 
apparent candor by their spiritual guides, and 
attempted to be enforced by scriptural evidence.

ENCYCLICAL LETTER OF THE POPE. 
Bo.sec, (lg@wer Seine,) Nov. 7th, 1832. 
It is an ancientcustom of the Popes of Rome 
to send, immediately after their elevation to the 
pontificate, a letter or circular addressed to all 
the patriarchs, primates, archbishops and _ bish- 
ops of the Catholic church. ‘The new possessor 
of the Holy See, by means of this circular, ex- 
plains his intentions, his views of the spirit of 
the times, his plans of improvement, his wishes 


for the support of their pastors. Nor do we ask, 
that ministers should be made opulent and inde- 
pendent. No. princely estates are claimed for 
the public servants of Him, who, during his own 
ministry, had not where to lay his head. Nor do 
we claim, that those who devote the principal 
part of their time, and thoughts and energies, 
to secular business, and thus have ample oppor- 
tunity to provide for themselves and their fami- 
lies, should be supported by the churches. Such 
men desecrate the sacred office, and their con- 
duct is reprehensible. We plead only in behalf 
of those who “give themselves wholly to the 
ministry.” Nor do we contend that indolent 
ministers should be rewarded. Idleness is in 
all men acrime, and in a disciple of Christ, it is 
a heinous offence, while in a professed minister 
of that Saviour, who went about doing good, 
and said, that he must do the will of Him, who 
sent him, while it was day, it is aggravated 
wickedness. If he will not work in his holy vo- 
cation, he has no right to eat the fruits of other 
men’s industry. We only contend, that the 
man who does the work of an evangelist, gives 
full proof of his ministry, and labors in feeding 
the sheep and lambs of Christ’s flock, should be 
rewarded according to his labor. We take 
great pleasure in saying, that the fault which 
we complain of, is not a growing evil: on the 
contrary there has been, especially in some sec- 
tions of the country,a rapid and great reform 
in this respect. It is, perhaps, not too much to 
say, that in some States, there are as many thou- 
san {is paid for the support of Baptist ministers, 


for the prosperity of the church. He also takes 
this occasion to make himself known to the 
principal dignitaries of the Catholic communion, 
and to form with them relations of fraternity 
and mutual confidence. ‘The new Pope, Grego- 
ry XVI. did not conform to this ancient usage in 
the first months of his pontificate. ‘To the sur- 
prise of all, no encyclical letter appeared, and 
it was asked why the Holy See delayed so long 
to lift its voice at this eventful period, which 
seemed to claim more than any other the assid- 
uous cares of the spiritual guides of Catholi- 
cism. 

At last, on the day of the Assumption of the 
Virgin, Pope Gregory XVI. broke silence, and 
he himself assigns the reason why he chose this 
day rather than any other. “It is, (he says,) 
that she whom we have recognized as patroness 
and deliverer in the greatest perils, may be pro- 
pitious at the time when we write, and that by 
her celestial breath she may inspire those coun- | 
sels which shall be most salutary to the christian 
flock.” Singular worship this, which the Cath- 
olics render to the Virgin Mary! They combine 
in her all the operations which the Holy Scrip- 
turesattribute to the Father, the Son, and the 
Holy Spirit. ‘They speak only of the Virgin 
Mary, address only her in difficult circumstan- | 
ces, expect from her alone succor, strength and 
protection.

But all the subjects of which we have spoken 
are regarded as merely secondary in the ency- 
clical letter. The great object of this document 
is to oppose the new political doctrines of M. de 
la Mennais. Yourreaders have been informed 
by my preceding letters, in what these doctrines 
consist, and also of the journal entitled “ I’ Ave- 
nir,” in which they have been published. M. de 
la Mennais wished to reconcile Catholicism with 


| free institutions ; he attempted to give it a new 


foundation, and adapt it to the wants of the 
present age; and, without doubt, if any thing 
could retard the fall of the Romish church, it 
would be the support of liberal opinions as pro- 
posed by M.de la Mennais. But the Roman 
Pontiff, it seems, has a greater dread of liberty 
than of infidelity; he has proudly refused to 
make any concessions to the spirit of the age; 
he rests the support of the church upon despot- 
ism, as confidently as in times of the deepest 
ignorance and barbarism. But its destiny is 
accomplished! The Holy See resembles a blind 
man walking towards a precipice, over which 
he must soon fall, but who is irritated when a 
friend ventures to warn him of the danger to 
which he is exposed. Catholicism wishes to 
crush the spirit of the age, but it cannot do it.— 
The spirit of the age will crush Catholicism.— 
The Pope has not weight enough in the balance 
of opinion to make it incline to his side.

And further; we readily admit that th... neg- 
lect of supporting the ministry has not been 
without some piausible apology. The deep | 
poverty and small number of the churches, in | 
early times especially, created a kind of necessity 
that their ministers should be more or less enga- 
vedin secular business; and hence the claim on 
the one hand, and the obligation on the other, 
naturally came to be less felt and acknowledged 
by pastor and people. In too many instances, 
the talent of the ministers did not allow of their 
usefulness in the churches, to such a degree as 
to warrant their consecrating their lives to their 
benefit, or to impose on the churches the burden 
of their support; and the transition from not 
wholly supporting them to not rewarding at all, 
was short and easy. 

But in accounting for this neglect to suitably 
support the ministry among Baptists, we appre- 
hend that justice requires that we should look 
to the cause which has occasioned many other 
evils among them—opposite errors in other de- 
nominations. Among the prejudices of educa- 
tion, which the first settlers of this country 
brought with them from the mother country, 
was the doctrine of the union of church and 
state. Religion had then been supported by 
civil government, and its teachers sustained 
from the public chest, from tithes, or from taxes 
imposed on the polls and estates of the people, 
without at all consulting their opinions or wish- 
es; and the earliest colonies adopted this iniqui- 
tous policy into their system of government.— 
The measures arising from this policy were 
heavily felt by all dissenters, and especially by 
Baptists, who were among the first in the order 
of time, and soon became the most numerous.— 
They have maintained, in all ages and in all 
nations, that religion should be left to depend 
for the support of its teachers on the strong and 
efficient principle of voluntary association.— 
Now, (as we had occasion to remark in a former 
number,) they suffered severely in he northern 
and southern sections of the country, from the 
operation of laws compelling them to pay 
money for supporting ministers, whose doctrines 
they did not believe, and could not conscien- 
tiously hear. And, as human nature is prone 
to extremes, they adopted the mistaken senti- 
ment to a great extent, that the ministers of 
religion ought not to be supported in any way. 
Unfortunately, their ministers either adopted 


the same erroneous principle, or found it popu- 
lar to maintain it; so that those who would 
seem MOst interested in the matter, and whose 
office it was to teach the people their duty and 
guard them against error, were found preach- 
ing against supporting ministers. The curious 
spectacle was exhibited of men laboring to dis- 
suade those, for whose benefit they labored, 
from rewarding them for that labor! What a 
show of disinterestedness was there! It would 
argue extreme ignorance of the principles of 
human nature not to suppose that such preach- 


ing would be popular. However difficult faith 
in some other things may be, such sentiments 


has every where encountered ! 

In entering upon a more particular examina- 
tion of the encyclical letter, the first thing | 
which strikes us is the effects of that strange 
anomaly which unites in the same person the 
spiritual and the temporal power. Instead of 
being occupied above all with the wants of the 
church, and the means of awakening faith 
among its members, the Pope speaks of revolts 
in the States of the Holy See. Wemay hence 
deduce that this question occupies him more 
than all others ; that he attaches to it a greater 
importance than to the spiritual interests of 
Catholicism ; and that he would be less afflicted 
to lose his authority as Vicar of Jesus Christ, 
than tolose it as possessor of the patrimony of 
St. Peter. The Saviour said: “ My kingdom is 
not of this world,” and the Pope of Rome seems 
tosay : My kingdom is of this world. A more 
striking contrast cannot be imagined. 

After dwelling for a long time on the political 
troubles which have taken place in the Roman 
States, and the profound grief he has experien- 
ced, the Pope turns to the present state of reli- 
gious opinions. He describes with much truth 
the prevalence of infidelity, and alludes to the 
attacks of infidels, to the contempt into which 
religion has fallen, and to the numerous ene- 
mies and perils which threaten her every day. 
In all this, the true friends of the Gospel perfect- 
ly agree with the Pope; they know that Chris- 
tianity in Europe is in a deplorable situation, 
that itis the object of unmerited reproach, that 
its foundations are sapped by infidelity and su- 
perstition—that it is unknown in its most gen- 
erous traits by those who dare to condemn it 
without reserve or shame. But Gregory XVI. 
soon comes back to the particular interests of 
hischurch. He merely touches the great ques- 
tion of Christianity, and then comes to the com- 
paratively unimportant question of Catholicism. 
Whatespecially afflicts the Pope, is that the au- 
thority of the Holy See is despised, that a dispo- 
sition is shown to deny that the Pope is infalli- 
ble! The rights of the Holy See! union with 
the Holy See! the power of the Holy See! It 
is easy to see that the author of the encyclical 
letter considers nothing else of so much import- 
ance as these rights and this union. He recom- 
mends very strongly to allthe archbishops and 
bishops to maintain union with the Romish See, 
and to repress the audacity of those who wish 
to break it. “ Our cause is the cause of God,” 
says the holy father, “ and it should unite all our 
efforts for the salvation of all the people.” 

There are some other curious matters in this 
document. Gregory XVI. denounces as here- 
tics and schismatics all who shall pretend to 
make the least change in the ancient discipline | 
and canons of the church. He asserts that 
Catholicism has no need of reform or regenera- 
tion, that it ought to remain what it is, and per- 
severe In every respect, in the course which 
it has followed to the present time. ‘Thus when 
the whole world is agitated, and is making new 
progress, when the spirit of the age is excited, 
and calls for new laws ; when Europe especial- 
ly is advancing towards other destinies, the su- 
preme power in the Catholic church does not 
consent to accept of any change whatever in 


but it is every where apparent that he is intend- 
ed. ‘The Pope declaims against the liberty of 
the press, against revolutionary opinions ; he 
finds no condemnation too severe, no anathema 
too violent, for those nations whe break the 
yoke of despotism and demand free constitu- 
tions. Poland herself, heroic Poland, so fervent 
in her Catholic faith—Poland, who invoked the 
Virgin Mary on the fields of battle, and who 
voluntarily took the cross for her banner, like 
the soldiers of the crusades in the middle ages— 
Poland, whose fall caused tears to flow from 
every one having the heart of a man—even Po- 
land has not received one word of sympathy 
from the Holy See. ‘The encyclical letter unites 
her with all other nations who have taken arms 
for liberty, and pronounces upon them one sen- 
tence of reprobation. No testimony of aflec- 
tion for the unfortunate, no tears for the victims, 
because these victims liave been guilty of wish- 
ing for free institutions! Such is the policy of 
the Holy See. 

This is well understood by M. dela Mennais 
and his friends. ‘Though the letter of the Pope 
does not mention them individually, they know 
that the letter was aimed at them, and they have 
announced in the journals of Paris that their 
journal “l’ Avenir” would be no longer publish- 
ed. They had at first spoken only of a suspen- 
sion of the publication, but since the circular of 
Gregory XVL, they have suppressed it entirely. 
It is now several months since! told your read- 
ers thatit would be so. Rome refuses absolute- 
ly to sympathize with liberty; and M. de la 
Mennais, wishing above all things to keep in 
the good graces of the Holy See, has preferred 
not to write any more rather than to expose 
himself to the wrath of the Vatican. It is re- 
gretted in France that the journal “I Avenir” 
has been suppressed ; for it was an eloquent ad- 
vocate of popular rights as well as of the reli- 
gious doctrines of Catholicism. Even some 
who did not belong to the church of Rome, were 
hoping that that church would take new root by 
uniting with liberty. But nowallisover. The 
democratic party of the clergy in France have 
returned to silence or rather to slavery. M. de 
la Mennais has tamely bowed his head under 
the degrading yoke, and hereafter all the nations 
of the earth may Know that they will find in

The encyclical letter of the Pope was roughly 
treated by the editors of political papers in 
France. Whenit reached Paris, it was review- 
ed in respectable journals, and censured in the 
most unsparing terms. In the capital of a 
country still caliing itself Catholic, the most se- 
vere and even passionate invectives were issued 
from the press, against this document emana- 
ting from the Holy See. Our journalists charg- 
ed the Pontiff of Rome with being retrograde, 
anenemy of learning, behind the ideas of the 
age; with ignorance of the spirit of the times, 
and with attempts to revive the exploded ab- 
surdities of the middle age. What is very re- 
markable is that this warfare, so hostile and in- 
jurious to the head of the Catholic church was 
received favorably by the mass of r in 
France.

The American Baptist mission in Burmah com- 
menced in the year 1813. In the nineteen years 
which have elapsed, there have been 33 missiona- 
ries and their wives sent to that country, under pat- 
ronage of the board. Of these, 5 have lately em- 
‘barked ; Ll have been removed by death, or other- 
| wise, from the field of their labors; and 17 are now 
jon the ground. Nine—more than a quarter of the 
whole number—sailed in the course of the year 1832, 
|The first baptism in Burmah occurred in 1819, when 
'three natives were admitted to the church. Since 
|that time, about four hundred have chosen the ser- 
churches at Rangoon, 
Four presses and three 
| printers have been sent out. About 200,000 tracts 
jhave been printed, and circulated throughout the 
whole empire. ‘The New ‘Testament is translated 
and printed, and an epitome of the Old. A large 
number of children have enjoyed the advantages of 
Christian schools. Villages have been visited, and 
many of them have believed in Jesus. The Karens 
and ‘Toung-thoos have heard the word of life, and 
| multitudes of the former have become the disciples of 
| Christ. 

At the Indian stations, at the time ofthe last annus 
al meeting, 13 missionaries and teachers were labor- 
ing for Christ, under patronage of the board. During 
the year 1832, 15 others have been commissioned to 
join the various stations, thus making the number 
employed 28. At all thestations, more or less have 
become religious. Perhaps at a moderate estimate; 
260 have joined the mission churches ; and many 
more have enjoyed the means of grace, through the 
medium of schools and preaching. 

Besides these stations, Professor Chase, with Mr. 
Rorcan and his family, embarked the last October 
for France. ‘Thus the number of Jaborers in the 
employ of the board, including native assistants, 13 
between 50 and 60. From 600 to 700 have be- 
come members of the church of Christ. The New 
Testament has been translated and priuted in the 
language of several millions in Asia, and may be 
circulated to any extent desired. 

The amountof receipts in the year ending May, 
1827, was $14,933 03 ; and of expenditures, $15,- 
408 32. In the year ending May, 1832, the receipts 
were about $22,600; and of expenditures, $28,571 
88, showing an increase of $7,668 in the receipts, 
and of $13,163 56 in the outlays, in the space 
five years.— American Lapiist Magazine:

Just look at the readers of 
political journals, and say, are they not most 
profoundly ignorant of the very few ideas which 
have been published in every form, and almost 
every paper, for years? Canthey explain their 
own political sentiments—those that they reat 
every day’ I am fully aware they can talk, and 
thunder, and lighten, and even raise a horrible 
tempest of words; but ifballs are found only in 
thoughts, you may stand till dooms-day amidst 
the storm, unhurt. ‘They do not, will not think. 

And here I ask you, kind readers, what is to 
be done? If nothing better is suggested, I pro- 
pose that, when you read a paper or paragraph, 
or even a sentence, the question should be ask- 
ed, what does this mean? Just ask and answer 
this question, and you will soon think, as well as 
read. And thinking, you will become more inde- 
pendent, and a better judge of what is worthy ; 
aspirants will find less encouragement, and be 
more harmless; Christians will hold a dignified 
rank, and their society be more welcome ; reli- 
gion will urge its claims, and be soughtas the 
one thing needful; God will be raised to the 
throne, and treated with greater confidence.— 
And inall this, the mind become ennobled—as- 
sume the dignity of its nature—loug for im- 
mortality.

ed. The result of this error is, that those for whom 
we entertain the most hope are not untrequently the 
most unhopetul class of hearers,—the lenet likely to 
be convinced of their mistake, or brouglit to comply 
with their duty. 
With these impressions it is proposed to notice still 
farther the excuses which are mace for conlurnung 
to the world. Some of the most prominent have 
been examined in a former number; there are 
others which are more plausible in theis characte: 
—and perhaps even more pernicious I their ten- 
dency. 


Some persons tell us that such and such things | 


may be wrong for others, but they have not discov- 
ered them to be forbidden—tor their part they think 
“ the leas there is said about them, the better.” — 
Others, while they promptly cor wede that c nform- 
ity to the world is unquestionably wrong in general, 
yet think there are exceptions, aud each one of course 
regards his own as the excepted case. Indeed, they 
are so circumstanced that it would be utterly im- 
racticable to do otherwise. One thinks the sphere 
in which he is called to move renders some practi- 
ces justifiable, which in any other situation he should 
deem wrong. One must occasionally attend parues 
of amusement in order to please an ungodly parent 
—and another will give a splendid and expensive en- 
tertainment to indulge a beloved daughter—while 
a third, who from no consideration would violate con- 
ecience and dishonor Jesus thus, yet supposes It ne- 


eessary to comply with an extravagitut and Joolish | 
taste in dress or equipage, for the purpose ol gratily- | 


ing an impenitent husband or wile. 

t will be observed, that by most, if not all these 
objectors, it is conceded that coulormity to the world 
is forbidden. The precept is so simple that it is im- 
possible to misunderstand it. It must mean just what 
the words import, or it can mean nothing. Ii, thea, 
God has given me a plain and positive command, 
how dare we attempt to evade it! In giving it he 
has made no exceptions. Where then do we find 
authority for making such exceptions / ate 

Now from this whole list of apologies for contormi- 
ty to the world, I venture to say, not one can be select- 
ed that meets the object for which it was designed by 
its author. And the remark will extend to all simi- 


lar apologies which were ever inverted, Why ?) 
First, because no excuses can set aside the require- | 


ments of Jehovah. If they may, then any prohibi- 
tion and any command of God may be dispensed 
with, whenever it is found tobe in collision with the 
depraved inclinations of unholy hearts. Secondly, 
because if submitted to an unprejudiced and candid 
examination, a very small amount of discernment, 
notwithstanding their plausibility, will at once dis- 
cover their entire fallacy. Neither do they who so 
ingeniously frame and confilently offer them, regard 
them otherwise than as a subterfuge. 
are unsatisfactory even to those who use them, how 
must a God, who abhors all dissimulation, regard 
them? O! how may we suppose our holy Redeem- 


er regards such disgraceful attempts on the part of | 


his redeemed ones to avoid a compliance with his 
wishes and commands! How aptly does the cutting 
reproof of Christ apply to such disciples—“ W hy call 
ye me Lord, Lord, and do not the things that I 
gay 7” And yet multitudes of those who are called 
the friends of Jesus, are attempting by some of these 
excuses to justify their disobedience ot this command. 
It would seem that they love the world, and are de- 
termined to put their consciences asleep while they 
enjoy it. 


Fellow Christian, is it not so? Look around upon 


those with whom you are most intimately aequaint-| 


ed, and say if there is not an evident attachment to 
the world among those of them who have in protes- 
sion renounced it. Are they not evidently in a 
greater or less degree, guided by its unsanctified 
principles ? Nay, Christian brother or sister, I will 
not send you to examine the conduct of a friend or 
neighbor—permit me to request that you will come 
nearer home aud look into your own heart, and can- 
didly tell (not me, bat) your own conscience, if you 
have not too much of a worldly spirit. “ Brethren, 
if our heart condemn us, God is greater than our 
heart,” and sees much sin which we do not detect. 

But why is itthus, Christian professor? Has reli- 

ion deceived you? Is it more rigid in its demands 
than you anticipated? And now, since you cannot 
recal the solemn vow which vou have made to re- 
nounce the world, would you .tiempt a compromise 
with Jehovah, and endeavor to serve him while you 
enjoy the world? Indeed, there is sad reason to fear 


riend, to assure you, that it is not the religion of 
Jesus which has deceived you. That is truth—it 
cannot deceive or disappoint. Really renounce the 
world, and your false religion with it, and then the 
religion of Christ will convince you, that it is im- 
possible to serve “ God and mammon.” _ 

Or do you say, that although not dissatisfied with 
religion, yet you wish to retain the approbation and 
friendship of the world, If it isso, the word of God 
speaks in your ear asolemn and important admoni- 
tion—*“ If any man will be the friend of the world, 
he is the enemy of God.” Be not deceived—God is 
not mocked—you can never reconcile Christ and 
Belial. 

But perhaps you reply, I know that conformity to 
the world is sin; but | have been so long, and was 
so early habituated to its customs, that it is difficult 
now to disengage myself from them. Alas! It is 
a melancholy fact, that many children, even of fam- 
ilies professedly Christian, are so educated in the 
school of the world, that if ever ~~ become the 
children of God, it requires a whole life of watch- 
fulness and self-denial to counteract the influence 
of their unchristian education. Notwithstanding 
these difficulties, fellow Christian, do not suppose they 
exempt you from obedience to God’s commands— 
rather consider them powerful incentives to care and 
rseverance in overcoming the world. You regard

| VIEW OF THE AMERICAN BAPTIST 
BOARD, AND ITS MISSIONS. 
ORIGIN GF THE BOARD. 
' In the mouth of February, 1812, five young men, 
‘who had formerly been tellow-students at Andover, 
| sailed trom this country tocommence a foreign mis- 
‘sion, under the patronage of American Chiristiune. 
It was owing to their urgent evlicitations and moving 
; appeals, that the churches were aroused and the tiret 
| Board of missions corstituted. ‘They sailed tor Cal- 
i cutta ; and, as they were the earhest missionarie: 
from this land, they would of course hasten at once 
to Seraimpore, to obtain the sympathies and advice of 
the venerable men, who had so long been laboring u 
the field. Mr. Judson, who was one of the compa- 
i ny, reflected, during the voyage, that the Serarapore 
i brethren were Baptists; and supposed, very natural- 
ily, that he might be called, while sharing their hos- 
pitalities, to defend the Pedobaptist opinions which 
he professed. Such anticipations led him to a eare- 
ful re-examination of the grounds of lis faith, and, 
| eventually, toa thorough change in his views. After 
a very serious and reluctant struggle, Mrs. Judson 
was compelled by a consciousness of right, and the 
clear demonstiations of the New Testament to jor 
her husband. Accordingly, they were both baptized 
und admitted to the church at Calcutta, Sept. 6th, 
| I8i2. Mr. Rice, who had sviled in another ship and 
arrived somewhat later, was the subject, without the 
' slightest concert, of a similar change of feelings, and 
}was baptized in November. This event led, natu- 
irally, to a dissolution of the connexion ot Messrs. 
\Judson and Rice with the A. B. ©. F. M., and 
| threw them upon their own resources, or the event 
of some new arrangements at home. A spirit of op- 
position to their enterprise, which manilested itself at 
Caleutta, and the peremptory refusal of the East In- 
dia Company to suffer their continuance within their 
dominions, led the missionaries to embark tor the Isle 
of France. While at this place, Messrs. Judson aiui 
Rice thought it expedient Urat the latter should re- 
| turn at once to this country, and endeavor to awake 
va spirit of missions among the Baptist churches. 
He accordingly sailed in March 1813, and was 
welcomed, on his arrival in the United States, with 
‘great cordiality and affection. He was soon iustru- 
| mental in awakening an exteusive missionary feel- 
ing, and a large number of missionary societies were 
‘oriyinated, in various parts of the country; and in! 
| April I814, the Bartist Generat Convention was 
formed in Philadelphia.

FIRST AMERICAN BL. LE,

Committee have, from time to time, attended to 
his progress in the work; that they also recom-

Reverenn Gentiemen—Our knowledge of 
your piety and public spirit leads us, without | 
apology to recommend to your particular atten- | 
tion the edition of the Holy Scriptures publish- 
ing by Mr. Aitken. He undertook this expen- | 
sive work at atime when, from the circumstan- 
ces of the war, an English edition of the Bible |

Both his arms show- 
ed the scars of inoculation; and on his right 
arm, a wound still covered with a fresh scab 
was observable, which as Caspar afterwards 
related, was occasioned by a blow given him 
with a stick or a piece of wood, by the man}

at that time very vulgar: when ina state of | 
tranquillity itwas almost without any expres- | 
sion; and its lower features, being somewhat | 
prominent, gave him a brutish appearance.— | 
he starting look of his blue but clear and 
bright eyes had also an expression of brutish 
obtuseness. ‘The formation of his face altered 
in a few months almost entirely ; his counten- 
ance gained expression and animation, the 
prominent lower features of his face receded 
more and more, and his earlier physiognomy 
could scarcely any longer be recognized. His 
weeping was at first only an ugly contortion of 
his mouth; but, if any thing pleasant affected 
his mind, a lovely, smiling, heart winning sweet- 
ness diffused over all his features the irresistible 
charm that lies concealed in the joy of an inno- 
cent child. Hescarcely atall knew how to use 
his hands and fingers. He stretched out his 
fingers, stiff and straight and far asunder, with 
the exception of his first finger and thumb, 
whose tips he commonly held together so as to 
form a circle. Where others applied but a few 
fingers he used his whold hand in the most un- 
couth and awkward manner imaginable. His 
gait, like that of an infant making its first essays 


often taken pains to teach himto walk, which 
always gave him great pain,” &c. 

He (Caspar) never saw the face of the man, 
either on his journey or ever before in prison.— 
Whenever he led him, he directed him to look 
down upon the ground and at his feet, an in- 
junction which he always strictly obeyed ; part- 
ly from fear, and partly because his attention 
was sufficiently occupied with his own person 
and the position of his feet. Not long before he 
was observed at Nuremburg, the man had put 
the clothes upon him which he then wore.
